rills Is Declared Certain hi Present 
Chief Executive’s 
Candidacy for 
Republican 
Nomination 
Next 
Year. 


Washington, 
June 
ti.— President 
Taft in his candidacy for the presi­ 
dential nomination in 1912 will re­ 
ceive the unqualified indorsement of 
Former President Theodore Roo*sevelt 
which will be uttered just as cordial­ 
ly as it was prior to the campaign 
of 1908. 
This is the best political news Mr. 
I aft has received in many months 
and it conies to him in a manner 
that Laves no doubt as to its au­ 
thenticity. 
The information that Col. Roosevelt 
under no circum stances, will allow 
his own name to be presented to the 
republican 
national 
convention 
was 
conveyed to the white house s Vera I 
days 
ago, 
but 
it did 
not 
become 
known until tonight. That Col. Roose­ 
velt feels that the Taft adm inistra­ 
tion should be continued was brought 
out partly as the result of a cordia! 
greeting between the two men at the 
Cardinal 
Gibbons jubilee 
in 
Balti­ 
more today. 
As to Milking Speeches. 
Whether the approval of Alf. Taft’s 
candidacy will go far enough to tak< 
the former president into the cam­ 
paign as an active stum p spepk**r is 
problematical, but that the force of 
his personality will be with the pres­ 
ident is assured. 
This fact Is not expected to prove 
pleasing 
to 
republicans 
who 
have 
made no secret of their desire to 
bring Col. 
Roosevelt 
forward as a 
formidable rival for The 1912 nomi­ 
nation. 
Many of these 
republicans. 
no doubt, will refuse to abandon hope 
until Col. 
Roosevelt 
himself, 
in 
a 
quoted statement, announces his po­ 
sition and thus breaks the silence 
concerning the administration which 
bf has maintained since landing in 
New York on iiis return 
from his 
African hunt. 
Mutual Friend Carries Message. 
The information that Col. Roose­ 
velt would be found aligned’ with the 
president, rather than against him, 
was brought directly to Mr. Taft from 
Mr. Roosevelt by a mutual friend high 
in official life. w‘ho was connected 
With both the Roosevelt and Taft ad­ 
ministrations, in a capacity that en­ 
abled him to regain and retain the 
confidence in fact the warm persona?" 
friendship cf both men. 
Tile meeting fit Baltimore between 
the president and Mr. Roosevelt was 
only incidental to the celebration of 
Cardinal Gibbons’ jubilee, but it was 
an incident that awakened the politi­ 
cal interest of the senators and con­ 
gressmen and others in official lift* 
who saw tile two men together. 
The ILi It mon* Meeting. 
They met first

room jn the Fifth r< ginumt Armory, 
where the jubilee 
celebration 
was 
held. They talked tog* ther for ten 
minutes. They shook hands with old 
i friends; 
they chatted, laughed

and -Mr. Taft secretary of war. 
They carri et! the spin? of friendship 
up to the platform, and sitting side 
sid*, they conversed

Meets tither Friends. 
Mr. Roosevelt was also glad to se*3 
former 
Speaker Cannon. 
He shook 
hands heartily 
with Vice President 
Sherman, he expressed the greatest 
pleasure at seeing Senator Penrose, 
and. of course, Senators Root and 
Lodge, old friends, came in for the 
old-time affectionate greetings. Alto­ 
gether the scene resembled a repub­ 
lican lovefest. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
reached 
Baltim ore 


before the president and w as wait­ 
ing for him a t the Armory. 
"Hello, Mr. President,’* he said, in 
the high-prtched voice that Washing­ 
ton us‘x! to know so well. "I am so 
glad to see you. I want to inqu ire 
about Mrs. Taft.” 
‘‘•Hello, Theodore,” the president re­ 
plied. 
How are you?" 
Asks * Where’s Archie V* 
“ W here’s 
Archie?” 
the 
Colonel 
asked a minute later, looking around 
for Major A. W. Butt, who was bis 
personal aid in his white house day3 
and who hi now aid to Mr. Taft. 
After he had sjjoken 
to 
Senator 
Root, been introduced to Secretary 
Hilles and said some 
nice 
things 
about everybody in the party, hi* was 
taken aside by the president. The two 
were togixher about ten minutes, be­ 
yond ear range of any other person. 
Afterward it was said they "talk *d 
about Mrs. T aft’s health.” The pres­ 
ident invited the Colonel to come to 
Washington June 19 to be his guest 
in the white house at his silver wed­ 
ding anniversary. 
Mr. Roosevelt said he would try to 
manage it. 
When the score or more senators 
and congressmen en ti red the recep­ 
tion room the conference was over. 
'Although some of the men in the 
crowd were rent classed as his friends 
in the old days, the colon I was ready 
for them all. 
s 
j “If I gb forward to greet them." he 
said to one of the party, "they’ll >.iy 
Urn forward, and if I don’t, they’ll say 
tl’m sulky." 
(So he went forward, and he was 
riot sulky by any means. 
For Chief Justice White Mr. Rods - 
veil had an especially cordial word. 
It was the first time he had seen the 
Chief Justice since ‘bis elevation to 
that position.

inous report outlining the attitude of 
th** majority for » revenue duty of 20 
per cent ad valorem on that product. 
The report of the majority mem- 
ix rs expresses a lack of faith in the 
work of the tariff board advocated 
by president Taft and declares it i* 
apparent that the board recently or­ 
ganized by rh*3 president is not go­ 
ing to communicate its data frank­ 
ly and unreservedly to th** hon-*. 
The Condition*. 
"The bill presented herewith,'* said 
the report, "is not to be construed as 
an abandonment of the 
democratic 
policy, but in view' of the democratic 
platform for gradual reduction of the 
tariff, and of the depict d condition of 
the treasury as a result of republi­ 
can extravagance a tariff of 20 per 
cent ad valorem on raw wool is n ,w 
proposed as a revenue necessity. 
"The present situation of the treas­ 
ury, follow ing along the course of ex­ 
travagance by the republican jiarty 
and the appropriations already made 
by the sixty-first congress which the 
democratic minority could not limit, 
require that the revenu * from cus­ 
toms duty in the immediate future 
be maintained at approximately t.ke 
total of the fiscal year 1910. Under 
the compulsion of this si uar on. the 
commit! *e finds it necessary to rec­ 
ommend a moderate revenue duty on 
manufactured wool and the bill here­ 
with reported provides that all r..w 
wools of whatever cla>s or kind shall 
be subject to an ad valorem of twen­ 
ty p r cent.

Business at Most Im portant Station 


Retarded Last Y ear W hen Lig h t­

two 
game 
farms started a year ago in an ex­ 
perimental way, now in a highly prom 
ising condition, and prospects good 
for the establishing of several more 
during the present season. State Fish 
and Game Warden George A. Lincoln 
believes that he has solved the prob­ 
lem for restocking Iowa’s fields and 
forests with wild birds 
providing he 
Is given the necessary support from 
the firm ers and sportsmen through­ 
out the state. 
The funds that have 
been 
collected 
from 
the 
hunters 
through the license system have made 
it possible to carry on the work on a 
comparatively large stale In making 
the 
necessary 
experiments 
in 
the 
propagation of wild birds through the 
game farm system, and excellent re­ 
sults are expected during the coming 
season. 
Through the efforts ef Warden Lin­ 
coln and the two men in charge of 
these farms, one of which is in the 
Pottawatomie county and the other in 
Black Hawk. it has been demonstrat­ 
ed that pheasants can be propagated 
in sufficient numbers to restock each 
of the counties in the state within a 
few years; 
with the stock now on 
hand at present, at least 6.000 birds 
will be raised to maturity on these 
two farms alone during the summer, 
and acditional farms are to be estab­ 
lished as rapidly as possible. 
The very extensive investigations 
that have been made by Warden Lin­ 
coln during (be past three years have 
led him to believe that the large game 
farms that are maintained by some I 
of the states are not practical, and 
his intention is 
to 
establish 
small 
farms In several of the counties, each 
to be in c harge of a man who is thor 
oughly competent*!© do the work. 
In I 
this way the birds will fie distributed 
over practically the entire state, and 
there will be a greater interest taken 
I he first game farm in Iowa was 
established last spring on the farm 
of B. K Siglen. near Crescent. In Pot­ 
tawatomie county, and Is partly under 
the charge of W. H. Ware, a promi­ 
nent attorney and enthusiastic sports­ 
man of Council Bluffs.
